Ottawa, Aug. 12. — In hi.s report to 
tho King on tho review of troops dur- 
ing tiio Quebec tercentenary celebra- 
tion. Lord Roberts Ka>-^ the troop 
looked well and ho wa.s very much 
Impressed with the preci.sion, order 
and orsianization generally. Thnr 
wore, he says, about 12,000 men under 
armH, and tiiore was no hitch any- 
whcro. "Canad.-i," ho adds, "appears 
to me to l)o dealing adequately with 
the problems affecting her militia, 
and with care and improved organi-' 
zation to be building up a very usefu 
force." , . 



Le Mans, France, Aug. 12. — Wilbur, 
Wright made a .splendid flight with 
his aeroplane hero this morning, 
circling tho lield live times and re- 
maining in the air six minutes and 
50 2-5 seconds. Tho flight was un- 
dulating throughout, -with tho high- 
est level 90 feet. Among the specta- 
tors was M. Kapforer, the engineer 
of the dirigible balloon Villo do Paris.

Wright is considered remarkable and 
the experts wore unanimous in tho 
opinion that tho Aijj^orican aeronaut 
had demonstrated e'.'.'n a groiitcr do- 
rvee of fkiU In . the directing of his 
nuichino than In the previous trials. 

Again thia evening Mr. Wright 
came out Avith his machine and made 
two short flight.s under the most fav- 
oi-able conditions. The wind, which 
had helped, him In tho morning trial, 
became firm, and gusty and the own- 
er of vHhe°3raeropIane - decided- not to 
attenipt ' to' ■ raise high. He" sailed 
around close to the ground, but with 
tho same perfect skill as in the pre- 
vious attempt. 

AVashington, Aug. 12.— Capt. Bald- 
win made tho fir.st ollleial .speed trial 
of his military dirigible balloon be- 
fore the army board at Fort Jlercor 
today. When witliin about a mile of 
the finishing line, a secondary wire 
connecting the coi' of the engine with 
tlie corninunicato'- broke and tho 
motor .stopjKHl. Tlie airship was 
brought down In a cornfield, and after 
Mr. Curtlss repaired tho motor the 
flight was continued. 

The accident prevented any possi- 
bility of making the speed required by 
the contract, but Capt. Baldwin has 
more trials In which to demonstrate 
his speed.

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CANADIAIM CROPS 

Bulletin Issued By Census Bureau 
Shows That Condition Was , 
Lovtrered By Drought , .i^. ';>- 



Ottawa, Aug. 12. — A bulletin Lssued 
by tho census and statistics bureau 
.says the heat and drought of July 
lowered the condition of Held crops all 
over tlie Dominion, but less in On- 
ti.rlo and Alberta than el.sewhere, bo- 
ciu.se tho ripening .season in those 
provinces has been earlier. 

Measured on the basis of 100 for 
.standard condition, being a full crop 
of good quality, wheat fell during the 
month from S4 to 76, oats from 00 to 
SI, barley 83 to 80 ,ryo 93 to 78, peas 
H'-i to 79, mixed grains 84 to 81, hay 
and clover 87 to 82. Beans alone havo 
not deteriorated, their condition being 
S5 per cent. Other cropH show condi- 
tion for tlie end of July, of 7S for 
potatoes, 71 for turnips, 73 for sugar 
beat;!, 75 for other rootK. 77 for luusk- 
ing corn, and S3 for fodder corn. 

E.sliniatcs of the wlieat croii of 
Jlanltoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
aro placed at 110,544,000 busheln. 

Tho condition of cattle has been 
uniformly lowered in every province 
as a -result of the dry weather, but 
animals of every class are reported in 
a healthy state.

Sweet Peas. 
To the left of tho enlrancu stood tlio 
exhibit of tho Lansdowne Floral Gar- 
dens company, a beautiful display ol 
plants and flowers, while a little 
turtlier on was a table moat artisti- 
cally arranged by Josopli aiinpson, the 
latest addition , to the. florists ot the 
city. Tho :bpdy.^d£,tl)0. exhibit consisted 
ot sweet peas, arranged after a fash- 
ion now to Victoria.

The Decorated Tables. 
It was the decorated tables, however, 
which lent a special air of beauty and 
distinction to the scene". ■;^ There .vyere 
25 competitors for the::i>mia:.'Qrf6rM^to^ 
jy-s. Beaven, and ho w.ould';l)a','a''cavU- 
Irer who found fault with any of-;them. 
So hard -was It to decldo between their 
rival beauties that a round dozen of 
judges were appointed, with 'Instruc- 
tions to vote fur the six tables they 
thought the prettiest in order of merit. 
The first vote counted six, the second 
five, and so forth, tlie table getting' the 
largest aggregate; being awarded tiie 
first prlKo. This was gained by 31rs. 
C. E. Wilson by a large majority, a 
result which was generally fore^, 
shadowed by those present. Her ta- 
ble was an Inspiration, and a good ex- 
ample of what taste and originality can 
do without the aid of Bllvor or cut 
glass. The flowers used ,\vhgro svveet 
peas, rising In tu-tlstio ■rriassisat'oiit^'of 
a gilded basket centre piece. "At eltlier 
corner there issued forth a green stem, 
from which, arching over, there de- 
pended lessor gilded baskets filled With 
the saiuo fragi'ant flowers. 'J'he whole 
was veileil and, swathed with trans- 
-pareiu tull", pink, mauve .-.lui green, 
glvln- a fairylike effect which was ex- 
ceedingly beautlf'ul. 'J'hcre was no 
(liiestloiiing of/the justice of this award. 

I^lisa Pooloy's table, whlcli won the 
second prize, was nio.-Jl charming, 
though the design was not .so strlkiii'T 
or original. The centre was splashed 
with a mass of Dorothy .Ecrlvlna roses, 
a pink rambler, Mttefestoona bt . the 
same bright flower niniilng out to 
each corner, where there -ware, sta- 
tioned orange shaded candles. It was 
a very pretty table, and possibly a more 
lu-actical form of decoration for a ta- 
ble at which a real dinner iiiiglit be 
ale than tbi; oilier. 

The third table, conlriljutcd by Mrs. 
B, Coombe, was not far behiiul the 
secuiKl. In this the schcnie consislod 
mainly of vases of maidenhair luid car- 
nations, with trailing foliage, pini; 
tulle boing also used with good effect. 
'J'hese three tables wore inidDubtcflly 
the most striking' of the t'viMity-fivo, 
but all were beautiful, and as thov 
surrounded the room with their dainlv 
IVagrance gave an air of luxury and 
refined artistry to the hall.

TrnhappUy " the ■^millennium has not 
arrived !ind it does not appear to be 
anywhere in slglit. Let us L-onllne our 
Ijrief consideration of the subject to 
tlu! possibilities pertainln;,' to the con- 

. dillons likely to affect the western 
part of Canada. 

The man must be self-deceived, or

solely upon the arms of Britain. That

bility that hostilities nuiy never arise 
out of the conditions referred to, con 
ditions that are ripening very fast to 
•some climax , or .other, will surely not 
bo lightened by the fact tlmt the peo- 
ple of Canada are ready to a man td 
defend .their country against ail in 
vader,s. 

Tlicro are other aspects of the case 
that we might discuss, but they are 
of less Importance, It seems to us, tiian 
that presented above. The military 
clement lovos to talk about Canada be- 
ing prepared to do her jiart In the Em- 
liire's wars, and we are not surprised 
it this method of presenting the case 
does not commend itself greatly to th 
popular mind. The military spirit of a 
people can bo truly aroused by a con- 
.scioiisnoss that force ma>- Do required 
to resist force for the defence of their 
ow,n country., .Lord Koberts spoke In 
general terms only of the defence of 
the country. It would not have boon 
wise for a Hold marshal of Great Brit- 
ain to speak dolinitely of possible ene- 
mies. But those of us, who occupy 
much less distlnguislied positions, may 
do what he could not, and so we say to 
the peoi)le of Dritish t^olumliia tliat. If 
they are to maintain their rights 
against an ; .^ggroMlyp Orient, tlicy 
cannot bo too prompt to act upon the 
advice of Lord Roberts and prepare 
every able-bodied man to light, if need 
bo, for the defence of his country. 



A WEST COAST ROAD. 

Till' Colonist has been asked to say 
something in regard to the need of a 
road from the head of JlIcluolet Arm to 
Clayoquot. AVe are rfot' very' well in- 
formed as to the nature of the country 
such a road would traverse, but are 
told that it is not specially difficult. 
The road would be very advantageous 
to residents of Clayoquot and vicinity, 
b«cause',ItUyould'^enable them 
Alberni'withdut'the riocessity^of 'going 
out uijon the open ocean. From the 
head of Ucluelet Arm to the head of 
■Albernl Canal is approximately forty 
"miles, and the water; route: Is well pro- 
■teotcd'iby Islands, so that a small 
steamer could make the trip at any 
season of the year with no discomfort 
to its passengers. AVhen the railway 
is extended to Albernl this would be 
the route that would be taken by all 
passengers and malls for Quatsino. It 
would also ho used. toVsome' extent by 
the residents '. of, Nootka Sound, al- 
though In 'their 'casoii short run in the 
open sea would be unavoidable. It 
seems as if sucli a road is really essen- 
tial for the proper development of the 
'West Coast. i • ^ j 

Another purpose' which' such a road 
would servo would be that It would 
make Long Bencli accessilile to tour- 
ists and other.-;. Long Beach is one of 
l.be line.-:t sand beaches in the world, 
and being exposed to the open ocean, it 
reo^lyes ■■^the Impact of a. tremenjlous 
sTirf.'' 'The sand Is said to be boaten 
hard, and at low tide a wide Otvpanse 
is left bare. The noise ot the surf at 
all times is terrific, .-ind during south- 
west storms is indescriljable. There is 
little doubt tliat, when the railway 
roaches Albernl, , a -..summer hotel at 
Long Beach would attract a' good many 
lieople, provided there were some easy 
wa.v of rcaehiii.g it. Mo.st people do not 
care \'ery much about sailing up the 
"West CoiiKt. It is true that none ot 
the steamers plying out of "Victoria 
has over come to grief on the coast, 
but Capo Bealo has a bad name, per- 
haps a worse name than it deserves, 
and peoplt: as a rule prefer to avoid 
the AVcst Coast trip, unless business 
compels '. them:} to • take ilt.^;.„Moreoyer 
tlie class of vessels, which will neces- 
sarily monopolize tlie liusiiu^s.s of that 
coast for some years to conn; Is nol 
such as would invitf; pleasure travel 
If a comfortable and siieeOy route 
were provided as above suggested, 
there are hundreds of people who 
would niako the Journey to Long 
Beach, if for no otlier purpose than 
to see tiie ocean breaking upon a 
long stretch of sand. 



Tile public have ahvaya boon led to 
believe that the relations between tlio 
Canadian Pacific and Its- employees 
were signally , satlsfaotory.'v. It was 
understood that the company trcateu 
Us men well, and certainly its em- 
ployees have always '.^hown much loy- 
alty to the company. The strike has 
oocurro<l at what 'might under normal 
conditions have been a very unfortunate 
tiiiio, but 3-?o:'.-iV".gIy the company is ox- 
porlencing no great difliculty as yet 
in getting men to take the places of 
.thosBi who -have gone ' out. Repeating: 
that wo do not feci- in a position to 
.■ray anything about the merits of the 
case, wo npvortlieiesd must say how 
greatly we regret that it lius proved 
Impossiblo for the open questions 'to 
bo settled without the men going out. 
In tho long run the men, their wives 
and families are the sufterers by such 
strikes, .and in tho long run tho gain 
toithemifl'S'iarmntter.rof'.^doubt. These 
matters are ' rarely 'determined by tho 
men themselves. Theoretically they 
are, but practically wo know that a 
few lenders h.ivii them In their hands. 
It Is not possible for .such > organiaa- 
lions to work In anv other waO, and, 
oven if strikes were only broii!.rht 
;iboiit when the majority of tlie men 
luiu given ihe suojcci mvoivea tneir 
best consideration, ' it might da-ally bo 
that in such things, as In V6ry many 
other.s, the majority might be wrong. 
The point wa wish to make is that tlie 
men may be really acting to their own 
disadvantage, although those:, who ad- 
vise thorn may conscientiously believe 
otherwise. No one, not even leaders 
of org.inizfd labor, is infallible. Our 
-sympatiiy goes out to tho families of 
tho strilcors, who may not easily re- 
gain what tholr bread-winners have 
sacrificed for a principle, rightly or 
wrongly, we do not .say. AVe do not 
like strikes, not because wo do not 
like to see working men .•5ecure\,whal 
Is their Just dub, but bocaime wo'^ think 
a strike an exceedingly clumsy weapon, 
wlileii often hurts tlior,e who wield it 
more than those at wliom it Is aimed.

This week's issue of Tho Commer- 
cial Is . a , fair indication of "Mmproving 
conditions — desire on the part' of east- 
ern manufacturers to get early after 
tho trade that is sure to come in a 
few weeks. Every day wc hear of 
travelers getting busy \vltli samples, 
Thi.'re is no doubt now that the crop 
win be thi! largest ever, and it i.s pre- 
dicted tluit good priei..s for tUu gr.ain 
win prevail during the coining season. 
The farmers will require an unormous 
quantity of supplie.s this fall. Owing 
to the conditions prevailing la.^L sea- 
son, they had to curtail expenses a.s 
much as possible. The result i.s that 
now with plenty of money in sight, 
they win provide themselves with mer- 

jchandlse' other tl)an that required to 

' merely exist. Not only were tho farm- 

■ or.s forced to keep expenses at a mini- 
mum, but tho rotuU niorchants were 
obliged to keep their .stocks very low, 
and now with prosiiorlty chocring tho 
farmers, and retail dealers stocking up 
the required lUippHf.'i, It Is easy to 
understand that the fall and winter 
seasons ■.should be brl.sk. As far ;is 
the crop is concerned, it is not .<^o 
much tho question as to whether It will 
total 115,000,000 or 120,000,000 bushels, 
BO much as tho fact that It' will' any- 
way be larger than over before,' and 

. that means a 'heavy Incomo for tho 
season's work on tho western farms. 
It 1^ not denied that there is con- 
siderable Indobtodness to be met by 
the western people, but conditions in 
that respect are certainly not as back- 
ward a--? some rcport.s that rc-cently 
appeared in some eastern papers would 

■s'eeni to Indicate. As said already, and 
a.-v pointed out in an article el.«.owliero 
In this l.s.sup, tbo people of the west 
hrivo kei)t nwiy from extravagance 
during the pa»t ycnr, and tho demands 
made upon the retail dealer by tho 
manufacturer and jobber compelled \h(i 
country merchant to insist upon cash 
business to a greater^ extent than over 
before. ' And it'; must'fiiotr.'be Imagined 
that the poopld ' of ;the 'west did not 
have tho cash to buy their wants dur. 
ing the year, for although tho crops 

"were poor last fall, they brought un- 
usually high prices, and their total 
valuo was estimated by many to be 
worth as much. If not more, than pre- 
viou'.i good crops. 'It was tho general 
world wide situation that affected 
things hern, and not a decrease In crop 
value. That Is evident from tho fact 
th.n.t mpny farmera have recently been 
jjaylng h\\]H, .and of course they have 
not yet received any returns from tho 

present crop.

The Esquimau Dock — His Excolluncy 
tho Governor-General has locelved 
some correspondence from England 
relative to the construction of the 
much-talked of dock at Esquimau. Wo 
hear that a jolntstock comjany has 
been formed with a capital of $80,000 
for tho purpose of . construction, and 
that the Imperial Governrtient have 
contracted to guarantee at the rate of 
four per cent, which has been agreed 
to. A'Ve can't say in what particular 
time tho work will bo cnmmenced, but 
It is beliovod that it will be at an 
early date. Some reports state tli.at 
lierhaps convict labor will be engaged 
In England. Be that as It may. thoisgh 
the general public wo\dd like to see 
local labor employed, tho undertaking 
will be hailed with satisfaction by 
everyone In the colony.

Mr. Rupertt-Gulnness, the Unionist 
candida,t6 for'Saggebston, Is, says tho 
London Globe, ''the ; eldest son of Lord 
Iveagh, and five years ago ho married 
the eldest daughter of Lord Onslow. 
In his younger days — ho is not very 
old now — he was a great oarsman, for 
ho won the School Sculling at Eton 
in ISO-', rowed in the Eton Eight which 
won the Ladles' Plato tho next year, 
and has twice won the Diamond and 
once the Wingfield Sculls. He Is com- 
mander of the London division of the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, and 
he has seen soin# war service. There 
are two titles held by different mem- 
bers of the Guinness family — Iveagh 
and Ardllaun — and there might possib- 
ly be a third.

A saner osti- 
mato of the situation takes account of 
the fact that these men and women of 
science will leave behind them In Ire- 
land a good deal of English money to- 
wards which no i)arty In Ireland, not 
even the most udvancod section of tb.e 
Sinn I'^eln' i)arty, has so far indicated 
any aversion. There is reason 
hope, moreover, that from the visit 
Ireland will gain what Is better than 
money — a quickened Inspiration to the 
pursuit of that knowledge to which 
the British Association owns Its solo 
alleglancp. In a long article on the 
forthcoming meeting tho Times refers 
to 'the previous meetings In Dublin, 
The first w;i.s In 1835, only four years 
after the founding of tho Association 
in 1831, for thus oarly did it pay hom- 
age to the inleilectu.a! prestige of Dub- 
lin. Tho second was In 1857, and it Is 
of special Intprcst to recall that one 
of the lectures on that occasion was 
Professor W. Thomson. F.R.S., whose 
subject was "Tha Atlantic Telegraph.' 
Even then William Thomson' had been 
for ton "years a jneraber of the British 
Association, and at thO-Beifast meet- 
in 1S52 ho was for tfid^'iflrstv^tjme presi 
dent of tho section of 'mathematics and 
physical science. Of Lord Kelvin and 
of his unique services to British science 
there will be much to say at thj forth- 
corrdng meeting. His connection with 
tho British Association was of the 
closest character from the time of his 
joining in 1847 until tho mooting of 
last year ut Leeds, in which ho took an 
active jiarl. This great Irishman was 
president at tlie Edinburgh meeting in 
1871. The third Dublin meeting of the 
association was held In 1878, thirty 
years ago. On that occasion Proffes- 
sor Huxley, ..who.ypr^esi^ed^, over tho 
meeting of the.^Ahttaroporbg^lcial Section, 
made . a statem?ht;'Whlohv;bn" a strictly 
Ilteral .iinterpretatioh' may be held to 
hfeVoJbeea; prophotlb: of the meeting of 
this year; j'" Professor' Huxley's declara- 

tlOn^VJlS!^ -\',.';7^ 

''\vh6e'ver -maly 'tTS ;hero - thirty years 
hence— I certtLlnly shall not be^but de 
p.3nd upon It whoever may bo speaking 
at the meeting of this department of 
tho Briti.sh Association thirty years 
hence will find . . . that the very 
paradoxes and horrible conclusions — 
things that arc now thought to Ijo go- 
ing to shako the, foundations of the 
world — will by that time have b(^como 
parts of every day knowledge, and will 
be taught in our schools as accepted 
truth, and nobody will bo ono whit tho 
,wor.sc." 

A curious coincidence this, Imt notliing 
more. Tliero is no reason whatever to 
think that . Professor Huxley's "thirty 
years" was anything more than 
general Indication of a considerable 
period of time, and there is nothing to 
Indicate that Dublin was present to 
his mind !it all. 

The^forecast of the meeting publish 
od. in the Times gives assurance that 
it wlU. be ot. the . highest Interest. It 
is an'lespeclally;. happy circumstance 
that in' this year pf the 'fiftieth anni 
versary of the proclamation of the 
doctrine of natural selectlon-'-lhe ' spn 
of Charles Darwin should bo president 
of the British Association. Professor 
I.''rancls Darwin, professor of botany 
at Cambridge, is one; of tin; foremost 
of British men of science, -who worthi 
maintains at tho Unl\-erslty where his 
father was educated tho lionor that 
belongs to an honored uanie. Professor 
Darwin's presidential address will deal 
wlOi .some of the problems with which 
bloln;,'y ha.i roce'ntl.\- conceriii d Itself, 
and It will no doulit dwell upon tho valu- 
able results that have been achl<;vod 
by tho use of the ev-olution theo;-y In 
tho region of scientific inquiry to 
which he >has himself been devoted. 
Bnt of all the sections . there are two 
which appeal especially to those who 
are unable to follow^tho ^ discussions 
In tho sections which involve a first- 
hand acquaintance with scientific me- 
thods. One of those is tho cconon-ilc, 
the other tho educational section. 
Over tho meetings of the economic 
section Mr. AV. M. Ackwortb, the i-ail- 
way expert, and member of th.-' Irish 
Itailw.-iy Commission, will preside. His 
member.shlp ol" the Commisson will 
undoubtedly debar him from saying 
mueli about Ireland in tho course of a 
presidential address which will bo 
largely devoted to railway hl.story, 
Several subjects of acute interest will 
be dealt .wltlj, in„thls, sqctlon. One 
paper that shOttla^^b■^\wo^th studv in 
Ireland is that which Mr. J. Graham 
Brooks will deliver on the social sldo 
of agricultural co'-opcratlon. A note- 
worthy departure Is made this year In 
the .shapo of a sub-sectloii devoted 
ontlroly to agricultural questions. It 
Is n happy arrangement that o'vor thl.-" 
section Sir Hornco PInnkett will pro- 
sUli', and ho will deliver un address 
which will ileal with the movement 
la Ireland, of which Sir Horace has 
been the head and front, in this sub- 
section papers will bo delivered on 
"Breeding rind tho ni latioiis of :Mod- 
ern Theories of IleredUy to the Prob- 
lems to the stock-raisi'i-" nnd on small 
lioldlngs. Ill the educational aectloii 
Professor L. C. Mlall will preside, and 
will deliver an address, oC which the 
suggestive ind' somewhat elusive title 
is "Useful Knowledge." ' Mr. 'T.; P. 
Gill, secretary of tho Department of 
Agriculture, will open the discussion 
on the plaeo and method of Inljpectlon 
and examination of school work. In 
view of the stir that w.-is niade by Dr. 
Starklo's address at thri Belfast meet- 
ing, It Is of the highest Interest to note 
that lio Is announced to speak at Dub- 
lin. There la no need lo dwell ui)on 
tho progranmios of tho other sections, 
beyond Baying that tho names of tho 
speakers and subjects wltli which 
they will deal, render it certain that 
thosa. wHov'tttt'eha'the Dublin meetings 
wlir hear much that will bo for their 
Instruction and -for.- their fproUt, ' i

The question of the provinces ro- 
I vcrslonary rights in Indian reserves— 
a matter Involving the final ownership 
lof hundreds ot thousands of acres of 
some of the most' valuable land be- 
tween the Rockies and • the Pacific 
ocean. Is to 1)0 brought' before the full 
court of British Columbia at its sitting 
In Vancouver this fall. The province 
and the Dominion agreed same time 
ago that . the best manner In which to 
settle the conflicting claims in this 
connection was to state a case and to 
carry it to tho court of tinal appeal. 
In pursuance of that agreement the 
papers In tho case were'fUctl In the 
iolHce of the registrar of tho supreme 
j court in Vancouver yesterday. 
I For hianv years duestions re-spectrng 
the reversionary rights in Indian lands 
in British Columbia, us claimed by tho 
! province have been continually arising 
I but It was not until tho Dominion gov- 
lernuicnt undertook to .sell to the Grand 
I Trunk Pacllie some thirteen hundred 
■acres of the Indian lands of the Met- 
} lakatia tribe in the neighborhood of 
! Prince Rupert, did the duostlon be- 
come of the paramount importance it 
has now reached. 

The Mctlakatia Lands . 
It is history that when the G. T. P. 
.■nought the purchase of. tho Motlakatla 
land.s, the qupstlon Of the .roverslonary 
Interest was pointed out,' to ;.^that cor- 
poration by the Dominion 'government 
and it is also' history that^tho G. T. P. 
took the Dominion goverriment's title 
for what it was worth. The govern- 
ment of Britlssh Columbia prompt y 
disputed that sale and conaerpiently 
the railway company nego.tlated an 
agreement with the provincial govern- 
ment by which they were allowed to 
remain in possession of the lands. 
The Questions Set Forth 
Hon. Richard McBrlde and Hon. W. 
.1. Bowser, In .Inly last drew up the 
following list of ijue.stlons to he sub- 
mitted lo tlie full court: 

1. What l.s tlie nature of the title to 
ho taken and held by the Dominion of 
Canada In the Lands agreed to be con- 
veyed to .said Dominion under the pro- 
visions of clau.se l.'i, of the terms of 
union approved by tho Imperial order 
In council; dated May, 1 871?

R. L. DRURY SACK 
FROM THE ORIENT 

Claims That Lemieux Agree- 
ment Respecting Japanese 
i mm igrat!|n;Satlsf acto ry 



After spending upwards of six- 
months In Jnpfiii supervising the ap- 
I)llcatlon there of tlie Lemleu.N agree- 
ment, respecting, hnmlgratlon lo Can- 
ada, R. D. Drury returned on Tuesday 
afternoon by^»way--'bf,/ Seattle, having 
cro.ssed the ' P?t61flC> • on- tho liner 
Minnesota. 

In an Interview Jlr. Drury asserted 
tha.t he had been Ireati'd with evi.'ry 
consideration and courtesy by the of- 
licials of thi> Jaiianese government. He 
thinks thai ihe regidallon of the in- 
lUix of .J.apanese to this country has 
been reduced ,10 tajsatisfactory basis. 
One of the .qiidstions ■ which he had 
taken up with tho aiithori tics there, 
through the British Ambassador, was 
the furnishing of Canadian olllclals 
with monthly statements showing tho 
nutnbor of Japanese 011 their way 
from .lapan to Canada, giving their 
occupations, etc. The request had 
been granted and Mr. Drury believes 
that, as the Immigration people on this 
side icepl records of thoso who ar- 
rl\i'd, it would be an easy matter to 
ascertain whether the Japanese were 
keeping faith with the Federal gov- 
ernment. It was a simple matter of 
comparison. 

i\lr. Drury stated that Japan had 
made wonderful progress in the last 
30 years. And he predicted, that' the 
next twenty . .■\vould .■flhd'JJJtvi'Jtiist as 
far ahead of its present condition as 
the latter Is of that which existed hut 
a decade or so ago. He thought tliat 
an effort should be made by the mer- 
chants of Western Canada to capture 
till' markets of Japan. He mentioned 
hides, lead and lumber and other ar- 
ticles as being easily marketable 
tliere, all of wlUch were lo be found 
In Canada in largo (piantltles. To ig- 
nore .such oi)])ortunlties, he said, 
"would be commercial suicide." . 

In his opinion the enforcement of 
the Natal Act would be useless, In a 
few years at . tho outside, to stem a 
tide of Iramlgratiqn Tn>m that part ot 
tho Orient. He bad visited many of 
the schpdlstand baajfojjiht^ that English 
was iaaght.alrtjpatjf^tjrywlior^, ; Under 
such "'cfrciimstantes Ibglslation of tho 
kind would soon become InolTectual.

Ills photograph 
had been sent to the snperhitendent of 
the Walla Walla i)enitentlary and to 
tile chiefs of ])olice of Seattle, Ta- 
coma, Portland and other leading 
coast cities with the susjilelon that 
the aiUhorltk's of lliese places might 
iKive liad some experience v/lth liim. 
In reply came eommiuUcations from 
the superintendent of tho Walla 
Wa!Ka_ penitentiary and the chief of 
police"' at Tacoma wlilcli sot at rest 
all doubt as to White's previous 
career. 

From C. S. need, of A\'alla Walla 
penltentlar.v, comes tho Information 
ttiat White was committed to that

He was be 
lleved to have committed ,,Kever!il 
robberies in Washington anit idregon,' 
and Ills daring must liavo bdofi much

That the Indian woman named liucy, 
discovered lying dead in Cabin "i, Hai"- 
bor cabins. Store street, on Tuesday 
morning, came to her deatli through 
natural causes was the verdict returned 
by tlio coroner's jury which yesterday 
investigated tho circumstances sur- 
rounding the woman's death. The In- 
;iuest was held yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall and the evidence of Rob- 
ert Feii^ey and Wllllttm Nicholson, two 
of the occuiiant'8;of 'tho cabin, showed 
that she had ■ come to the cabin about 
10 o'clock on Monday evening; that 
she was evidently in puin, as she ask'"d 
to bo allowed to lie down on one of tho 
beds, and that no further attention 
was inild to her until Tuesday niorning 
about 10 o'cloek. when ."Martin JJouglas 
also one of thi! occupants of the cabin, 
attempted to arou.-io her, when it was 
dlscovererl that she had succumbed 
during, tlie night. 

C'oonst.able McDonald, who, with De- 
tective Clayards. had been sent to the 
ciibin wlien Nicholson and Fi.-nle.\- h;id 
notified the police of the death of the 
woman, testified that tln.-re were no 
signs of a struggle having taken place 
In tho cabin, and vthe -woman waa Jylug' 
■tiulto naturally ori^,'-tho, bed,- fully 
dressed. 

V. Dr. Robertson, who performed the 
post-mortem e.\aminatioi>, after having 
been summoned to the cabin, stated 
tliat there were no signs of poison or 
of the woman having suffered a vio- 
lent death. Rigor mortis had set Jn 
before he arrived .and evidently the 
woman had^ been dead, f or .soiiife hours. 
The right liing'was in a b&dly corigcBt- 
ed condition, and tlicre had been a re- 
cent large internal heinnrrhnge. In 
Ills opinion death was ilue to this hem- 
orrhage, and e\'idently when she ai)- 
pltod to Nicholson to bo alUuved to lie 
down slie was sufl'(.'r!ng gre.-it pain.

While, on the one hand, wc hear that 
millions of dollars and appai-ontly un- 
limited credit are at the disposal of tlio 
government of-' Canada for public 
worlis; while millions of bushels of 
grain are ripening between the Atlan- 
tie and the Pacllic, while Canadians as 
a people live in comfort and the coun- 
,try;,ip.ay/;CQrrectly be desci'lbed, as a 
lana.'s6f>4:is}epty, conditions are arising 
which calf for the most earnest consid- 
eration and for prompt action. 

In . Toronto, men, women and eliil- 
dreii are working in ei'owded rooms as 
garment makers for the most miser- 
able pittances and their health is be- 
ing undermined by foul and ' insulll- 
clent food. But far more fraught wltli 
danger to the future of the country are 
the revelations niade that in the 
Hochelagu cotton mills, near Montreal, 
chlldrijh ,under-j! the .iegal ago oi f ou r- : 
teen' are aUbWed.'Or'W^ to work un- 
der 'Conditions which prevent 'their 
■growth and injure tliolr health. 'An in- 
vestigation is now going on before Mr. 
JIcKoiizie King, and tile appearance of 
the children summoned as v.'itncssos 
aAVoke the compassion of all spocta- 
torij. Thoy were, all but one, abnorm- 
ally small, iJi-clad and ignorant. 

Xo industrial success, whieli C^anada 
can ever gain, will compensate for the 
degeneracy of the men and wotyen of 
the country, And.yot it seenis that the 
time has not* y'et'comO' when in the 
great factories"bf ''the world conditions 
admit :or; the.; health of the .operative. 
No . subject to- .>\jhlch'.: Jegislators' can 
devote their attention is' riioro impor- 
tant than the jn-eservatlon of tlio 
liealtli and strength of the jieople of 
the ccnintry. There are laws now on 
the statute book which forbid the em- 
ployment of (•hildren under fourteen 
and provide that those between four- 
teen and sixteen shall go to night 
school. Both these bnvs were broken 
in the case of the little workers. A 
very serious feature of the ease is that 
■the. parents . of the children . and i the 
•.tra''do..xinipna> seem to -■ have .combined 
iwltli the employers in lirlnglng alidut a 
state of affairs so d<;plorabIe. 

The Deput\-Minister or Ij.abor can 
do the coiintrv no i;reater s(M V1ci! than 
to remedv a state of afiairs that should 
never hav(3 been allowe'd to exist in 
this Country. This is a matter that 
concerns not only the mahiifacturlng 
centres. Kverv child who enters uiioii 
nianliofid or womanhood witli dwarfed 
body and iinniaturo mind is a source of 
wi'akiiess to the wlude country. No 
one v.ith ordinary feelings of humanity 
can calmly see the little children sac- 
rlliced for the sake of gain. 

Inihis -spcocli. at Ottawa the other 
day,;: Lord., Boberts ad-Vlsed the people 
of Canada to prepare for self-defence; 
Me said 'that Canada, with her bound- 
less resources, would one d.ay become 
ono of the greatest countries of the 
world, hut declared that she. must not 
expect to enjoy her wealth unless she 
was ready to protect it from all who 
coveted it. 

Being a great .soldier and a t-tudent 
of history, he showed that no ,natio.n 
had ever become gi'eat wliich was not 
warlike, and that as .soon as a country 
was unable to defend Its possessions it 
declined. 

He showed that as a membe'r of the 
British ^Empire , tills country had great 
advantages.' ;KShiB''cSiild'HCOunt on. the 
protection of -tlib British fleet, which Is 
the strongest in the world, but ' he! 
seems to have intimated very plainly 
that we should not expect its protec- 
tion without contributing tavv.'xrd Its. 
maintenance. As to the efhciency of 
the land forces of Canada, Lprd .Roh-; 
erts does not appear to have expressed 
an opinion, but it has lieen reported, 
that he was not favorably impressed 
by the appearance of the representa- 
tives who were jiresent at.tln^ Tercen- 
tenary celebration. The speech showed 
very plainly tliat in the ordnion of this 
veteran the time- has conic when Can- 
ada must put her hand earnestly- tp'thjo 
work of providing for her own. defence.' 

On the other hand, GoldwIri, Smith,' 
wlio, for almost as. Jong a period, has 
looked abroad with ob.serving eyes 
upon the course of the world's events, 
tlilnks that tlie people of. Canada 
should ilevote all their attention , to Ithe 
art.s of peace and ti « t they are evil 
counsellors who advise lier men to pre- 
pare for war. 

To this theory the labor organiza- 
tions of Ottawa \vlio refused to take 
part ill the- demonstr;:! ions of welcome 
to I,ord lloberts because they were cal- 
culated. tp, glorify war, gave their as- 
seiit.t";)';-:.;i;;%.j-:»':-.,i;^. ■ 

What attitude -cough t the women of 
Canada tp 'take op : this very important 
question ?.;,v. Are ,V,we to make up our 
hiliids that the days of battle -and strife 
are over and that our sons must de- 
vote all tiiidr attention to acquiring the 
arts of peace? Is Caiuola ahva.N'.; tu be 
content to rely for protection on tne- 
Motlier Counti-y or ii ii.'-;l to the for- 
bearaiiee or the generosity of our 
■great neighbor lo the south of us? 

Tlial tlie worki is advancing towards 
an era of universal peace we liavi; rea- 
son lo hope. .Many iiue.-itloiis wlib.-li 
v.ould once only have been i^ettled by 
v.'ar liave of late years been decided 
poiiccfuliy.

BLACKSOD BAY ROUTE 

IS MOT IN FAVOR 

Liverpool expects to ?o - Port for All- 
Red Route Instead,- of the Port 
on lrl8|i,S<5o«8t 

The Mariner, a Liverpool shipping 
paper, commenting on the proposal, 
which llnds favor in the eyes of Win- 
ston Churchill president of the Board 
of Trade, to have Blacksod Bay, Ire- 
land, used as a port for the All-Red 
route, says: "There Is 'a general be- 
lief among shipping men hero that the 
President of the Board of Trade has 
not carefully weighed the pros and 
cons of tho Blacksod Bay pt-oposals 
as part of tho acheme of tho All-Red 
Itoute, at least not from a strictly 
shipping point of view. Blacksod Bay 
may possess all the advantages claim- 
ed for It, but all its physical po.sslbil- 
Ities will never in themselves inliucnco 
a British steam.ship line to make It a 
port of embaik;itlon in connection v,'ith 
an all-British express service to Aus- 
tralasia. The misfortunes of tho Gal- 
way lino, which proved to be one of 
tho most i-emarkable failures In ship- 
ping history, are still reniembored. 
They teach tho same lesson todav as 
they did QO years ago— tliat, having 
regard to business dealings, Liverpool 
mu.st necessarily remain the principal 
point for. traffic : between • this country 
and, .Canada. vsJi'-'inay/ reasonabh- bo 
asked . which ■ of the' -Bteamshlp lines 
engaged . In the Canadian passenger 
Ibuslncss would bo llkelyi to 'jiiake' uso' 
of Blacksod bay In the Imaurier -sug- 
gostod bv th.^ I'resldent of the Board 
of TradfT and ids Irlsli interviewers, 
even If it i\ ire offered ,a substantial 
.subsidy to do so. As far ns one may 
judge from tho views tliey hold, that 
will bo a dlllicult matter as far ns the 
linos having their headquarter.s at 
Liverpool are concerned. But there 
nre, besides, many other objections 
from the point of view of passengers 
themselves that can be adduced, 
though thoy are unnecess.-iry for the

Schooner Fortuna Returns From Alas- 
kan Grounds With Full Load- 
Others Successful 



Arrangements are going forward for 
the furmatloa nu.xt sumnwr of a cod- 
fishing company, the or,gani/,ers pro- 
pnsin.i? to use several seliooiiers In deep 
sea flsldng i)i Boring .Sea. In this con- 
nection the report of the sueeess of 
the Anaeorte.-i ci)d-flsliing fleet made 
by the schoiuu'r l''ortuna which has 
returned to Taeonia from tlie grounds 
off the Shnmagfti i.slands is of Inter- 
est. The Fortuna brought 111,000 cod 
fish weighing 275 tons, u full cargo, 
mado.by. 22^£lshonnGn since APfH la&t. 

For;-a;Vwoiith .tho. Fortuna fished 
on the Shiirhagln banks with fair' suc- 
cess, but on June 1 she had a trying 
e.xpcrienee in a. terrific, ivasterly gale. 
S\m was off Cape Lutko, on tho south 
end of tjuimak island aiid tweuly 
miles ea.st of LInlniak jiass when tlio 
gale began. When It started at 3 a. ni,, 
the Fortuna was riding at anehor three 
mlle.j off the beach. The gale is do- 
.scrlbed as terrific and despite every 
effort, the two-master began to drag 
ashore. An awful sea was ruiining 
and it was Impossible to drop the other 
anchor. • To save tho vessel It was 
neee.s-.^ary to slip tho cable and leave 
tho 1200-pound anchor and 125 fathoms 
of chain on the bottom. ^

short article, but a few fact.s may bo 
of interestr The Tenyo is fitted with 
tho Parson's t.\-pe of marine turbine. 
With three shafts and three propellers. 
One hIgh-preBsuraji,turbIne on.the cen- 
tre shaft artajpineuowipre8sufe,;a^ one 
astern turbine' on' oach'.wlrie .shaft; '','It 
was In 1K84 that the -.first .<jom'poiind 
steam turbine was built by tho Hon. 
C. A. Parsons. The engine was de- 
signed fiu- ten horse-power, and with 
a speed of 18,000 revolutions per min- 
ute. Belween 1S94 and IS.'.IG the turbine 
was first ai)plled to marine propulsion 
in tho Turblnla, which developed a 
speed of 32 knotsi Following tlia suc- 
cess of tho Turblnla the destroyers 
;.Viper and Cobra were built, and 
achieved remarkable speed, the Viper 
being Uio fastest vessel in tlio world, 
attalnllig a speod of 36.86' knots per 
hour, At tho present day there Is 
about ono million turbine horse-power 
at work at sea. In ono of his lectures 
tho Hon, C. A, Parsons says: 'To form 
some Idea of the forces at work in a 
turbine wo should consider with ap- 
proximate accuracy that tho steam 
flows through the turbine with a force 
about ten times as great as that of the 
strongest hurricane, .-uid tliough the 
force acting on each blade Is small, 
jH-rhaps only a few ounces, or in the 
iJirgest only a few jioumls, ■■'yet in tlie 
aggrog.-de the force is great !Uid can 
propel large ships, or drive large dyna- 
mos. Tho blades of '.the turbine aro 
mado of rolled and drawn brass, well 
shaped and polished, so as to reduce 
friction losses in the steani" to a mlni- 
nium. The steam enters all round the 
shaft and first traverses the shortest 
blades on the smallest drum, then 
through Uu-fTi.-r di-ums, and s(; on, as it 
leave.-^ the 1,-isL blades, it is ex|)aiuled 
about one b.uiulred fold in volume." The 
number o( lilades in a .steam turlMne 
is \-ery great and seei'us almost inereill- 
l.ile. In the turbines of tlK<renyo theri: 
are appro.vimately (iOO.OUO blade;j. The 
revolutions per minute arc of course 
greater than with reciprocating en- 
gines. Tho maximum^ speed, being 
about 320 to 330 ' rovblutlbhs.TTier mln- 
tlte, and at theso revolutions the speed 
of tho ship would bo over 21 knots. 

"Somo of tiie advnntages/rbf 'turbine 
propulsion are on racing IrtThe heaviest 
of seas, and therefore a better .'main- 
tenance of speed In bad weatherV'.and 
almost a complete absence of vlbrk- 
tlon. -TheBQ two advantages will ap- 
peal to every ocean tnivolor. To any 
ono afflicted -with nerves the constant 
monotonous thud, thud, of tho reclpro- 
cj.i.tlng engine is almost maddening, and 
ill some ships nowliere is there escapo 
from it, Willie the sickening whirr of a 
racing .screw and the straining shiver 
from stem to stern has brought'many 
a passenger from their bunk in wildest 
alarm. Tho absonec* of racing is due to 
tho smaller diameter of the propellers 
and tho cons,:quent greater immersion. 
The loss of vibration is accounted for 
by there being no 'reversal of motion, 
as In tho crank driven shaft, and the 
perfect balancing of all tho parts of a 
turbine making high speed possible. 
The big low-pressure Jplndles, or ro- 
tors, of the Tcnyq, weighing 32 ,tons, 
arc so accurately balanced that when 
placed on knife etfges' a little child 
could revolve them. / , 

"Tho use of oil fuel on steamers Is of 
much older date than tho application 
of the turbine, but up to recently It has 
been confined to small steamers and 
comparatively low powers. Before the 
acj,vent of the Tr-nyo tho largest pow- 
•ered steamers In the mercliant service 
using oil fuel was not more than flvo 
thousand horse-iiower, that Is, about 
one (lu.-irter the siy.e of-the Tenyo In- 
stallation, ■ When the proposition camo 
to. bo worked out practically, new and 
unexpected difficulties arose, due to 
the va.stly greater ' Quantities of oil to 
be handled, but these were successfully 
overcome and today the Tenyo can. If 
necessary, av(>raga lier 19 to 20 knots 
across tho Pacific with tho greatest 
case. No more uncomfortable days 
and ruined frocks when coaling ship, 
but just a ten-Inch hose connected to 
the side of the ship, bothering nobcdv, 
and no ona . would; know she had been 
bunkered excet)t'idr^ljer greater draft."

Frank S. Fariiswortli of tlic Institute 
of Marine Engineers, superintending 
engineer, who selected the lurlilm's for 
the new steamer Tenyo maru, which 
Is the first oiJ-burnIng turbine steam- 
er, writes as follows of the turbines of 
that vessel; 

"Tho Tenyo. is fitted with turbine en- 
gines, and burns oil fuel instead of coal. 
This combination has never before bepn 
tried In a passenger liner and It rc- 
mrdned for the Toyo KIsen kalsha to 
take tho Initiative.'

.yictorla was but a trading post. The 
Ijarty came on the llrst Hudson's Bay 
boat to make the direct trip from 
ISngland. 

The tales of gold In California at- 
tracted the late Mr. McGregor to that 
land of argonauts In 1850. and he later 
followed tho fortune Hoekers to Cari- 
boo, and then to Idaho and Oregon, 
always In 'search of tho elusive metal. 
In tho early sixties Mr. McGregor re- 
turned to British Columbia, going to 
Nanalmo, where ho pursued his trade 
in connection with coal mines until 
about Ave years ago, -wHen he came to 
Vancouver. He leaves a widow and 
three sons.

Vancouver, Aug. 12 — Referring to 
the reports that Japanese had rejdaced 
some of tho striking C.P.R. mechanics, 
the Canadian News/ a Japanese paper 
liublished In Vancouver, has tho fol- 
lowing to say: 

"It is not necessary for us Japanese 
to conbult the pleasure of the white 
laborlnjr man, neither Is It necessary 
for us tc trim our salla to .^ult the 
shifting tendonclea of society among 
tho whites. But to willingly purchase 
the lUwill of White .laboring-, men, and 
especially tO; get >nii^e,d UP ..Iri. their 
troubles Is 'a thing -Studiously to be 
avoided. 

"Some time ago, during the sailors' 
strike at Seattle, after appealing in 
vain to the white employment agencies 
for men, the siii|) owners turned to 
the Jajianese labor agents wiio. Ignor- 
ant of the situation, or at least feign- 
ing ignorance, provided a few dozens 
of Japanese -saiiora. But public senti- 
ment was iminedlately aroused and 
the contracts liad to be cancelled. Such 
Incidents arc not rare In the Japanese 
settlements on the coast. But now re- 
pu:-ts from 'Winnipeg tell of a similar 
affair In the Interior. The report 
states that some 8000 machinists on 
the C. P. railway have gone on a strllio 
Involving tlie whole line from the At- 
lantic o'li the east to tlie Pacific on 
the west; and that . ten Japanese work- 
men have been employed as machin- 
ists at ]Moose Jaw and Medicine Hat. 
We liear that this report is not true. 
^Ve know that such reports are liable 
to be exaggoralod. But Inasmuch as 
tlie report has been made a matter of 
public discussion in the English papers 
wo cannot forbear a _ little gruhd- 
jiiotherly advice. We shall not discuss 
the (luestlon of who is at fault in 
this strike of 8000 workmen, but since 
a strike has been resolved upon as a 
last resort, failing other means of 
settloment, and while society iiecessar 
lly awaits tho issue of tho matter, for 
a third party to step in and conipli 
cate tho sltufition would be wrong. 
Whether a strike is in itself right or 
wrong, good or bad. profitable or in- 
jurious. Is not within the limits of 
the present discussion. But even if 
wo taice the ground that a strilce is 
wrong a third party may not interfere 
'without good reason, if It 1* /argued 
that tho men were employed at a pro- 
per wage In accordance with the law 
ot supply und demand this agreement 
is one which Ignores tho present con 
ditions of society. A single act may 
react in such a. way. as to Involve 
others in difficulties or stir up 'wide- 
spread opposition., . . 

"It should be remembered that the 
strikers are for the most iiart men of 
little propertj-, and witliout means of 
livelihood outside of their particular 
trades. They havoi families to upport 
out of their small .'wages. It is no 
small sacrifice tovgO on-strllco... If .the 
strike lasts lonBj-lt'*s>ViU«.nibari*>'g"reat 
hardship and su'fferlrig for 'them 
-Therefore it would bo cruel and im- 
moral for Japanese section hands 
thoughtlessl.v to prolong tho sufferln.gs 
of tliosG men by accepting the work 
they liavo dropped in order to secure 
the ends of tho strike. 

"At any rate at such a time as ihi;i, 
wlicn we Japanese are already In dis- 
favor, u'hon the best of our country- 
men, both at liome and on the coast, 
are taking great iialns to restore good- 
will and harmony, we can not pm^s by 
in silence such measures as would still 
further Increase, the. .bad , feeling. Wo 
are convlncad- that all good 'Japanese 
arc at one with .US in this sentiment 
and that as Japanese who stand to- 
gether in Joy and In grief, we need not 
bo reminded of the right course to 
pursue. But as a bit of grandmotherly 
solicitude vire'have yeritured' to 'express 
o\ir thoughts."" '* '■'""■- ^' '' ■

The increalslng' Utility; of^.the Sue?, 
canal Is thc^ te'xt 'of 'ati article by Shiii- 
plng Illustrated, which says: "In No- 
vember, ISlJO, the Suez canal was 
Ihro'vvu open to the world's sliljiping, 
and the genius of De Lesseps was 
thereby rendered imperishable, for 
nothing Huceeeds like success, A cos- 
mopolitan crowd -were present .-tt tho 
Inauguration of this narrow water- 
way, but very few of those men of 
light and leading devoted a moment's 
thought to-'the humble j\yorlter8 with- 
out whose ''lnflh.lt'6ly;'cheap/laDor tho 
talent arid energy of IT'rhnce's eminent 
engineer would hayo'boon In vain. Tho 
IChedive Ismail was there, of course, 
with a gorgeou.s yacht wlilcli was a 
potential objcct-leason in the results of 
a groaning pooiile's taxation and the 
growing good will of tho money mar- 
kets of Kurojie. The p;ilatlal criift 
headed the advancing fleet on tho 
opening day, and was closely I'ollo'w- 
ed by tho then Hmjircss Eugenli>, soon 
be an exile from ]'''rance.

2,G,')l vesHolH of n inllllon gross tons 
were British, and these numbers are

Tho British flag Is 'Credited... with (17 
per centum of the whoIo','3'<3erniaiiy 
Hi, Franco G, the Dut'ch 4, Austria 3, 
Japan and Russia each 2, and the lo- 
maining Hags all iiave loss tllan 2 per 
centum. There were a few vessels 
under tho Hags of- Italy, Denmark, 
Turkey, Spain, Norway, Greece, Swe- 
den, United States, Belgium. China, 
Egypt, Portugal and Slam, which al- 
so used the cuial, but lliolr total Is 
little more than a negligible quantity.

Petroleum carrying ';.shlps were 
long tabooed by tho canal 'authorities, 
the restriclion was removed In April 
of iy07, and 2(1 vessels of 111,019 not 
ton.H availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity thus afforded in tho ensuing 
nine niontlis of the year. Hlilp.s grow 
larger from year to year, in dejith as 
well as In, width; they rctpilre to na- 
vigate by night and not only by day, 
and tho canal company d(:vote a large 
amount of capital to meeting . these 
naturat. , (innovations.. Improvomcnt 
works are continually under way both 
for deepening and widening the water 
space for sliipping, new basins have 
to be eonslrueted for petroleum car- 
riers and colliers, and a whole host ot 
similar Items have been dealt with 
along tho oaiuil in order to satisfy the 
ever increiising requirements of the 
world's shlpi)ing industry in its ef- 
ftu'ts to ensure safet.v and rapidity In 
llin ocean carrying trade, .Since 1000 
tlie commercial tr;ifllc on the Suez 
ciiiial has consistently julvanced, and 
ISO" was a bumper year. Despite tho 
fact that the, demands of warlike op- 
orations were met by 149,000 tons less 
than iri laoe.'iithoj, transit by merchant 
shipping of nil ' sorts ■ and conditions 
showed a gain of nearly 1% million 
tons in in07, or an increase ot 11 per 
■(.•piitum on tlie trafllc totals in lOOfi. 
I'lio canal authorities wlio follow tho 
trend of the ocein' carrying trade 
elosol.v, are able to make a fairly ac- 
curate forecast of tlieir takings sonm 
inontha in advance. In the opening 
months of 11)07 it was noticed that 
an exceptionally large number ot 
steamers in ballast were p.-issing 
tlirougli the c;inai from nortli to south, 
and this, as expected, resulted in a 
considerable, inci'oase on tho average 
total for '. hoitiiBw^rd .' bound cargoes. 
Wheat, oil and.'^seeds wore abundant 
In India, but scarce elsewhere. Hence 
tlie movement to the East of steam- 
ers In ballast, and their return fully 
laden, to swell the .Suez cnnal returns. 
Manganese ore lields having received 
r.-ipld development in India, tho ore 
assumed a liroininent position in tho 
canal traffic from ((uite an insignill- 
cant standing In previous vears. Pe- 
troleum from the Dutch Fast Indies 
was permitted pasango , to Kurope or 
cl.sewhei-e; wool was abundantly ex- 
ported from Australia; the rice croji 
in tho Far Fast was phenomenally 
great, and the Suez Cannl company 
quite naturally .shared In this univer- 
sal return to capital Invested In ship- 
ping.

There Is a good supply ot 
t?!t™l>j8t;eamer tonnage In Paellic wa- 
ters, 'arid ''as there Is not much other 
business for it, It looks as though a 
large part of tho export crop will be 
handled by vessels of this class. Tho 
regular liners are., also 'i entering j -thd 
business, one Germ£in;VftiBlghtervhaVirig'' 
taken out a cargo of baf lei?,' froh'i San' 
Francisco, and another is now" loading. 
Conacquentl.v, It looks as though sail- 
ing ship owners will have difficulty in 
getting the union rates for their ves- 
sels. Portland advices say: . 

Exporters have been buying heavily 
of late and purchases amount to about 
12,"i,000 bushels ;i wheat a day, which 
is more than a cargo for an average 
■^ailing vessel. The North Bank road

Washing Woolen Garmenis'. 

Tho very best way to wash sweaters, 
babies' sacques, leggings, and afghans 
—In fact, all garments knitted or cro- 
cheted — of wool Is to HOW. tho article in 
a l)ag of cheesecloth or mosquito :iet- 
tlng. Then wasii the hag, with Its con- 
tents. In soft water with a good white 
soap. Tlio water must not bo cold; 
neither must it he very hot, and, of 
course, the soap nnist never bo rubbed 
into the bag, the water being .-soaped 
beforehand. 

After rinsing In several waters, 
which must bo of tho same tempera- 
ture as the soapy water, rip the gar- 
ment from tho bag, but do not hang it 
on a lino to dry; lay Itsflat on a table 
without' stretching; ;plato:ih the air to 
dry; if colored, avoid the sunlight, .-is 
It will fade it. 

Soma animonla in tho water helps to 
keep wool garments soft. The dls- 
tistrous experience that many people 
have hud In washing sweaters is -duo 
to the fact that they wring and stretch 
them, which should never bo done. 
Simply crush the bag to squeeze out 
the water, but do not wring-.
